‘HAVE seen in my travels no 
I stranger alghts than — thoso 
- which He hid In the heart of 
the Ceylon jungle. To enter’ it Is 
to stumble on a lost civilisation. 

Here are tho ruins of temples 
and palaces and fortresecs and 
sigantic cities, At un time when 
Europe was a dark forest they con- 
tained a philosophy, a religion and 
nu strutture of government probably 
in advance of anything the world 
had seen, Then the jungle opened 
its jaws and swnilowed them up. 
the 
leopard and the lizard. 


The Parricide’s Stronghold. | 


I visited first the fortress of 
Stqiriha, a vast circle of rock tower- 
in GOO fect out of the jungle. 

Two thousand years-ago a king 
who had killed his father took re- 
fuwe in {t and made it impregnable 
to all attacks. Even to-day only 
the ‘heaviest howitzers could reach 
{t. Within the rock there are relics 


‘not merely of the fortress but of a 


paluce and a whole department of 
government——1udience chambers, 
counci] rooms, guard-houses, bath- 
rooms, gardens, apartments for the 
Queen, 

Aa we acrambled up the rock tn 
the carly morning the whole vista 
of the jungle came ‘into view. As 
far ns the eye could see there was 
mile upon mile ‘of dense — trees 
choked’ by  impenctrable under- 
growth. Here and there through 
the morning mist could be seen a 
clearing made by a huge square pool 
of water. || 

These were the irrigation works 
of tho old king, They once pro- 
vided. the water supply for a thriv- 
ing people; they ure new the drink. 
ing places of wild beasts. 

The contrast was even more strik- 
ing when, later in the day, we 
reached Polonnartiwa., Here ire 
relics not merely of fortresses and 
palaces, but cight glorious temples 
standing side by side built. to the 
greater wory of the Lord Buddha, 

Lizards slid ucross the stones as 
we entered. In what had once 
been mn council chamber a group of 
monkeys were holding a round table 
conference. + 


The Curse, 


The statue of one Buddha here 
records a grim modern tragedy. A 
few years ago an impious inspector 
of roads tested his rifle by firing it 
at the stone image. Having satis- 
fied himself a4 to its aceuracy, he 
walked nw few yards into the jungle 
and almost in sight of the outrage 
was trampled to death: by an ele~ 
phant. . . 

There is probubly no place in the 
world where archivology and bly 
game shooting can be more entranc- 
ingly combined.

a8 many as 90,000 houses, 

To visit the remains is: like see- 
ing the Book of Solomon come to 
life. There {s a rock-hown temple 
by tho side of a marble pool nt 
whose glories even to-day the Queen 
of Sheba would have marvelled. 

There are the remains of a brazen 
palace. It consists now only of six- 
teen hundred columns of granite, 
but from the intricate beauty of 
their decoration it is not difficult 
to reconstruct the glittering ninc- 
storeyed bullding that they once 
supported, : 


A very Gentle, Perfect Knight. 


There ia.a grass-grown mound 
fifty feet high that records a 
chivalry far in advance of — the 
twentieth century. It waa bullt 
by King Dutugemunu_in memory 
of the invading Tamil Princo Elora 
whom he had defeated in single 
combat. As far as_I know there fs | 
no statue. to. Hindenburg = in” 
Northern France. 

A short walk into the jungle and 
we found almost buried in the grass 
fresh ‘temples and palaces, and 
swimming pools, 

Then wo came on the moet in- 
teresting ‘experience of all, Im- 
printed in some marshy ground . 
were the footsteps of an animal. 
Out of curiousity we followed them. 
In a few yards we found they were, 
joined by other footsteps, obviously 
» Jeopard atalking its prey. Then 
in the earth ‘appeared the whole 
drama of the: chase, : 

We saw the apot where the pur- 
sued Yeulised: its peril and broke 
into a sprint for ita life, Close be- 
hind pndded the leopard, The foot- 
steps grew nearer and nearer to 
one another. Finally they met. 
There wore the marks of a scuffle 
and a few yards further on a neat 
pile of bones. 

It all seemed an cerle symbol of 
the trlumph of Nature. Tio thou- 
sand yeitrs ago a reat civilisation - 
flourished here ‘and now the only 
arts and hus left aro those of the 
‘jungle. 

With these grim meditations I 
returned in the gathering dusk to° 
catch .the mail train, leaving my 
companions to continue their shoot- 
ing expedition in’ the ghostly 
shadows of ruined temples and 
erumbling palaces. _

NUMEROUS SPEECHES. 


‘His Honour Mr, Justice J, R. 
Wood was ‘the principal speaker 
at the annual dinner of the Law 
and Commerce Society of ° the 
Hongkong University, held at 
Messrs, Lane, Crawford's restau- 
rant on Saturday, and he held the 
attention of the gathering: with a 
Jearifed discourse deallny with the 
precepts and evolution of law.

THE PRINCE'S ‘SPEECH. 


The Prince of Wales opening the 
eSritish Exhibition at Buenos Aires 
said: ime 

It gives me the greatest plensure 
to ‘be present in Buenos Aires to- 
day in order to inaugurate per- 
sonally the British Empire Trade 
Exhibition. This was the main 
objective of the journey'to South 
America of mvsolf and my brother- 
T have no doubt that with the help 
of modern Inventions and scienes 
I could have performed thia cere- 
mony without leaving London, but 
that would have been inadequate 
to express my sense of apprecia- 
tion of the exceptional importance 
of this Exhibition tothe future of 
British trade with the Argentine 
Republic and the debt of — yrati- 
tude which the British nation 
owes to ‘the Arygentine Govern- 
ment, the Argentine people 
and the Argentine Press for their 
oasistunce nnd the welcome thov 
have extended to it. . 

The creation of this Exhibition. 
the first occasion on which Britlsh 
traders from the United Kingdom 
ond the Empire,. particularly the 
Dominion of Canada, have com- 
bined to exhibit their products in 
this manner and on this national 
scale, ia the work of the British 
Chamber of Commerce in) Buenos 
Ares, The Chamber would 
have heen unable to oranise 
it had they not been — offer- 
ed othe generous co-operation 
of the Argentine Rural Society, 
who have placed their spacious 
grounds and Dufldings at the dis- 
posal of the Chamber—a contribu- 
lion of great muterial vatue, but 
representing.

PEPYS’ SECRET 
REPORT. 


’ CHRIST’S HOSPITAL 
“IMMORALITY.” 


HUSHED-UP SCANDAL. 


A secret report made by Samual 

Pepys on the condition of Christ's 
Hospital in 1698-99—a_— report 
which has never been published— 
was the most interesting lot at a 
dale of historical manuseripta and 
autograph letters, which ‘began on 
March 30 at Messrs, Sotheby, 
. This js believed to be the only 
set of these papers in existence. 
They have never been described, 
and tho only known record of them 
is.a letter from Thomas Tanner to 
John Charlet. Mastcr of University 
College, Oxford. . 

The Governora of the Hospital‘ 
were unwilling to receive the Re- 


Lport—no wonder—and Pepys sent 


it to the Lord Mayor on April 5, 
1698. 

The charges in the Report appear 
to have been directed mainly 
against financial miamannagement, 
but Pepys complains of the moral 
laxity at the Hospital, particularly 
In a letter of January 26, 1699, 
wherein he speaks of: 

“the Riot committed by their lewd 
Visiters in'the Girls Ward but on 
Sunday last, I say, the Girl's Ward 
where (a3 blamable ns I tnke the 
whole of our present. Discipline to 
be) nothing appears more aban- 
don'd, than that Order and Modeaty

MILLIONAIRE SHOT 
BY WIFE. 


HUSBAND'S ATTEMPT AT 
‘ STRANGULATION. 


: Nice. Mar, 12, 

Mr. Fred G. Nixon-Nirdiinger, a 
millionaire theatrical manager of 
Philadelphia, was shot dead by jhis 
wife in their home here on ‘the 
Promenade des Anglais last night. 

Mr. Nirdlinger, who was 63, had 
@ quarre] with his wife for rengons 
of jealousy. In the course of a 
violent scene during which he xe- 
cused her of unfaithfulness with an 
Italian, he apparently lost his tem- 
per and tried to strangle her. - 

Mrs. Nirdlinger thereupon, seized 
a revolver which she kept under 
her pillow and fired four shots at 
her husband. She then went down- 
atnirs, woke up the concierge, and 
told the story to the police. She 
was arrested shortly after. ta 
’ Tho police conducted a detailed 
investigation into the cause of the 
drama on the spot to-day. Accord- 
ing to-the doctor the bruises on: 
Mra. Nirdlinger’s arms and neck 
may have originated in an attempt 
at strangulation on the part of her 
husband. A bullet was dalcovered 
in the door of the bed-room, the 
position of which. appears to the 

olice to substantiate Mrs. Nird- 
linger’s declaration that she was in 
bed at the time of the quarrel and 
fired from her bed. - 

A curious circumatance in. the, 
story Is that neither of the two 
children of Mr. Nirdiinger’s third 
marriage, who wore asieap in the 
noxt yoom, were awakened by tho 
quarrel or the sound of tho shots. 

Mra. Nirdlinger, who is 25, was 
the fourth wife of hor husband. 
They had been married for seven 
years. Mr. Nirdlinger had other 
children living in the United States.
